
^OUR SIZE MAKES US MIGHTY IN A LOT OF WAYS^ 

Programs, Accomplishments Are Heralded

The first State of Education 
in Dawson Springs Schools 
meeting took place at noon 
Monday at the board of edu¬ 
cation office. The event was 
co-sponsored by the Dawson 
Springs Rotary Club. 

Mayor Jenny Sewell, Rota¬ 
ry president, welcomed those 
in attendance, noting that it 
made sense that the Rotary 
Club would help the school 
with the event. The local Rota¬ 
ry Club is very much involved 
with education at all levels in 
Dawson Springs and provides 
college scholarships for gradu¬ 
ating seniors each year. 

Lunch was served to a large 
group which included local 
business people, current and 
former school board members 
and school administrators, 
retired teachers, Rotarians 
and other stakeholders in the 
Dawson Springs Independent 
School System. 

Superintendent Lenny 
Whalen said he recently spoke 
about the activities of the 
Dawson Springs Schools at 
a similar event for Hopkins 
County. Sewell, who also at¬ 
tended that meeting, encour¬ 
aged him to deliver his mes¬ 
sage for Dawson Springs 
residents. 

Whalen reviewed the pro¬ 
grams and accomplishments 
of the elementary and junior- 
senior high schools. Based on 


2013-2014 test results, the dis¬ 
trict was ranked Proficient. 
The attendance rate runs close 
to 96 percent, and last year’s 
graduation rate was 97.1 per¬ 
cent compared to the state av¬ 
erage of 87.5 percent. 

“Dawson Springs is a spe¬ 


cial place. It’s like the town 
I grew up in,” Whalen said. 
“We’re different from a lot of 
places but different in a good 
way” 

Whalen went on to say his 
goal is to become one of the 
most progressive small schools 


in the state of Kentucky 
“Our size makes us mighty 
in a lot of ways,” he said, add¬ 
ing that small size makes it 
possible to give each student 
individual attention. 

“If you come to Dawson 
Springs Schools, and you do 


what you’re supposed to do, 
you will graduate,” he said. 

Dr. Judith Rhoads, presi¬ 
dent of Madisonville Commu¬ 
nity College, spoke about the 
partnership between her insti-

NO LONGER SERVES FOOD WITH NUTS 

City School Cafeteria 
Offers Nut Free Table

Nut allergies among children, 
which increased by approximately 50 
percent between 1997 and 2011 accord¬ 
ing to the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention, are a growing cause 
for concern for school food services. 

LaDonna Bennett, director of 
school nutrition in the Dawson 
Springs Schools, says the cafeteria 
here no longer serves food made with 
nuts of any kind. Bennett said she has 
returned products after reading on 
the packaging that the products were 
made in a facility that is not nut free. 

Steps are taken locally to help stu¬ 
dents in the elementary grades avoid 
exposure to nuts. Separate tables, in¬ 
cluding a nut free table, are available 
for students who bring their lunches 
from home. 

Parents may also have a medical 


form filled out by their doctor giving 
information about their child’s aller¬ 
gies. The cafeteria accounts of stu¬ 
dents with nut or other food allergies 
are flagged with a medical alert. When 
the alert appears, the cashier is made 
aware that the student’s tray should 
be checked. 

“We try to watch them,” Bennett 
said. 

A 2013 study by the CDC found that 
eight foods account for 90 percent of 
food allergies, with peanuts topping 
the list as most common. Other foods 
on the list are tree nuts, fish, shellfish, 
seafood, milk and eggs. 

This rapid rise in nut allergies has 
prompted a number of Western Ken¬ 
tucky school systems to adopt policies 
to control the problem. Several have 
peanut restrictions, and some change

BACK IN THE SADDLE WITH LEG BRACE 

Youngster Competed In Rodeo With Broken Leg

Kylie Daugherty gives new 
meaning to “getting right back 
on the horse.” The Dawson 
Springs High School sopho¬ 
more did just that in spectacu¬ 
lar fashion after suffering a 
serious injury in a rodeo com¬ 
petition in Memphis, Tenn., 


last month. 

While participating in the 
goat tying event on March 13, 
Kylie broke her right leg and 
underwent surgery at LeBon- 
heur Children’s Hospital in 
Memphis the next day. 

According to Kylie, goat ty¬ 
ing involves racing into the 
arena and dismounting while 


the horse is still running. The 
horse’s momentum is used to 
propel the rider forward as 
she runs to catch a goat and tie 
three of its feet together. 

On this day, that process 
did not go as planned. Kylie’s 
horse Honey stopped running 
and sent her forward with one 
foot still in the stirrup. 


“I knew something was 
wrong, but it was a timed 
event, and I didn’t want to 
stop,” Kylie said. 

She began to crawl, deter¬ 
mined to finish, until event of¬ 
ficials stopped her. Kylie said 
she did not look at her foot, but 
she was told it was facing the 
wrong direction. 


Despite this experience, Ky¬ 
lie was back in the saddle, leg 
brace and all, competing in a 
two-day rodeo in Du Quoin, 
Ill., on April 11. She placed first 
among Kentucky competitors 
in Du Quoin and was second 
overall. The first place winner

Strong Storms Damage Henderson Connty Area

Volunteer firefight¬ 
ers and other emergency 
responders went door to 
door Saturday evening 
checking on residents in 
the Corydon, Smith Mills 
and Cairo area after a 
strong storm — pos¬ 
sibly a tornado — blew 
through that part of 
Henderson County 
Although scanner traf¬ 
fic indicated that people 
had witnessed a tornado 
on the ground, Henderson 
County Emergency Man¬ 


agement Director Larry 
Koerber said those reports 
haven’t been confirmed. 

What has been con¬ 
firmed is that Faye Fos¬ 
ter, 69, was transported 
to Methodist Hospital 
after her mobile home at 
13893 Utley-Utley Road 
was destroyed, according 
to officials on scene. Her 
condition was unavail¬ 
able Saturday evening. 

After the first storm 
dissipated, a stream 
of frenzied aftermath 
reports started rolling 
in as responders began 
assessing the damage 


while bracing them¬ 
selves for another event. 
The National Weather 
Service in Paducah 
issued a second severe 
storm warning Saturday 
night for the southeast¬ 
ern portion of the coun¬ 
ty shortly after the first 
storm blew through. 

Details about the total¬ 
ity of the first storm’s 
destruction were sparse 
as the sun set Saturday, 
but authorities reported 
trees and power poles 
down and structural 
damage in the region 
spanning Corydon, 


Smith Mills, Cairo and 
Little Dixie. 

“It’s kind of wide¬ 
spread ... we’re trying to 
assess all the damage,” 
said Henderson County 
Sheriff’s Lt. Keith Berry. 

County Sheriff’s Lt. 
Col. David Crafton said 
at least eight power poles 
were down on Kentucky 
266, which runs between 
Corydon and U.S. 
41-Alternate. Authorities 
said the road was “com¬ 
pletely blocked.” 

Eblen Road was also 
blocked, according to 
Koerber. 
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Farmers Are Behind In 
Planting Corn/Beans

Wet conditions contin¬ 
ue to delay spring plant¬ 
ing across Kentucky, 
pushing most farm¬ 
ers two to three weeks 
behind in planting corn. 

“Statewide, as a whole, 
we’re still too wet,” said 
Chad Lee, extension 
agronomist with the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky. 

Western Kentucky is 
traditionally ahead of 
the rest of the state in 
planting corn, Lee said, 
due to a number of fac¬ 
tors including climate. 

According to data 
from the USDA National 
Agricultural Statistics 
Service, almost 30 per¬ 
cent of the corn acreage 
in Kentucky is normally 
planted by April 19. 

The latest USDA crop 
report, issued Monday, 
said only about 2 percent 
of the state’s corn has 
been planted. 

While Western Ken¬ 
tucky is typically a 
month ahead of Lexing¬ 
ton and the Bluegrass 
area in spring planting, 
good soil conditions are 
critical, according to Lee. 

“We’d love to see 
warm soils. We’d love 
to see proper moisture,” 
Lee said. “Right now, it’s 
way too wet. If you get 
into a field that’s too wet, 
you can cause all kinds 
of problems that will lin¬ 
ger all season long.” 

Although there is legiti¬ 
mate concern regarding 
reduced yield potential in 
planting too late, “If we 
plant into fields that are 
too wet, we run the risk of 
causing some compaction 
right where we placed the 
seed. And, if we do that, we 
lose a whole lot more yield 
potential than we do from 
planting late,” Lee said. 

This week’s weather 
forecast isn’t likely to 


help the situation. 

“We’d need three or 
four days of 70 degrees 
or above, with sunshine, 
and wind,” Lee said, con¬ 
ditions that right now 
don’t appear locally or 
for the rest of the state. 
“That 10-day forecast can 
change, but it doesn’t 
look good for us.” 

The optimum time for 
planting soybeans is also 
approaching, Lee said. 

“We usually say from 
about May 1 to June 1 
(for soybeans),” Lee said. 
“It’s pretty much state¬ 
wide. Usually by that 
time frame it’s warmed 
up enough. The last few 
years, we have gotten 
some data that suggests 
we might be going a little 
bit early on beans, maybe 
starting a week ahead of 
that in Western Kentucky, 
like the last week of April. 

“Obviously, we’re not 
looking at doing that,” Lee 
said. “Most folks are going 
to plant their corn first, 
then switch over to beans.” 

Some of the larger oper¬ 
ations that have multiple 
planters, once it’s time to 
plant soybeans, wiU switch 
one over to soybeans and 
keep the other one in corn, 
Lee said. 

“So, we’re seeing some 
of that now,” Lee said. 
“What’s going to happen 
is everything is going to 
be late ... so it’s going to 
delay corn and it’s also 
going to delay soybeans.” 

It is not time to panic, 
Lee said, but it can be 
nerve-wracking for farm¬ 
ers as delays continue. 

“If we’re having this 
conversation 10 days from 
now, then we are starting 
to get nervous about corn 
acres,” he said. 

“We’ll have more farm¬ 
ers trying to switch fields 
over to soybeans. We’ll 
have a lot more serious 
discussions about those 
types of things,” Lee said.

ERA has gone beyond its means

Did you hear the one about 
Washington’s power outage that 
caused the Department of Energy 
to go dark? 

The day Sen. Rand Paul, R-Ky, 
announced his presidential run, the 
electricity went out in a wide swath 
of Washington, stranding fright¬ 
ened people on elevators, causing 
traffic lights to go dark at the busi¬ 
est intersections and there — in the 
Washington Post — was a photo of 
scores of DOE employees leaving 
work as the building was shut down. 

During past blackouts, back¬ 
up power was supplied by the 
Potomac River Generating Station 
in Alexandria, Va. But the station 
was shut down after becoming a 
target of former New York Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg’s wacky 
“Beyond Coal” campaign. 

Of course, a man with Bloom¬ 
berg’s resources can convenient¬ 
ly ignore blackouts and pretend 
there’s no cost to killing coal. 

But the head of the D.C. public 
utility commission doesn’t enjoy 
that luxury, telling Congress three 
years ago that her staff “prayed 
for mild weather” during the sum¬ 
mer so that air conditioners don’t 
overload the grid. 

Americans might also want 
to pray that Sen. Mitch McCon¬ 
nell, R-Ky, succeeds in his efforts 
to get the nation’s governors to 
ignore the Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency’s unconstitutional 
and likely illegal attempt to force 
states through its Clean Power 
Plan (CPP) to submit their plans 
for achieving a whopping 30-per¬ 
cent reduction in carbon emis¬ 
sions at existing power plants. 

In a letter to governors, the 
Senate Majority Leader outlines 
his “serious policy and legal con¬ 
cerns” with the EIA.’s dictate: 


• Quoting Obama 
supporter and Harvard 
Law School profes¬ 
sor Laurence Tribe’s 
assertion that the CPP 
is “constitutionally 
reckless, ” McConnell 
rightly notes the EPA 
is trying to force states 
to do more concern¬ 
ing carbon-emissions 
reductions “than what 
the agency would be 
authorized to do on its 
own.” 

Tribe, who taught 
the first-ever course 
in environmental law 
in the United States, warns the 
EPA’s plan “usurps the preroga¬ 
tives of the states. Congress and 
the Federal Courts — all at once.” 

• The EPA’s mandate for states 
goes beyond long-established legal 
boundaries. 

While the Supreme Court has 
permitted the agency to regu¬ 
late carbon dioxide by requiring 
improved efficiencies at coal-fired 
power plants through the installa¬ 
tion of pollution-control technol¬ 
ogy such as smokestack scrub¬ 
bers, it never allowed for poli¬ 
cies forcing coal plants to close 
or mandating quotas for conser¬ 
vation through unreliable energy 
sources like wind and solar. 

• The EPA admits it cannot 
quantify “and has refused to esti¬ 
mate the impact” that the CPP 
would have on its stated goal of 
addressing global warming. 

If the EPA itself cannot pro¬ 
vide evidence that its plan will 
positively impact global warming, 
why should states act with any 
urgency? 

The reason, as McConnell artic¬ 
ulates, is that the feds hope that 
by pushing states to propose their 
own compliance plans — which 


the EPA has ruled 
must be “federally 
enforceable” — Wash¬ 
ington can wrest con¬ 
trol of energy policy 
away from the states, 
further weakening our 
federalist system. 

• The CPP’s price 
tag is astronomical, 
including double¬ 
digit electricity rate 
increases in at least 43 
states with total costs 
of nearly $479 billion 
over 15 years. 

McConnell notes 
that the EPA’s pro¬ 
posal “is projected to shrink 
(Kentucky’s) economy by almost 
$2 billion, jeopardizing electric¬ 
ity delivery and throwing count¬ 
less individuals out of work. Its 
impact would be devastating at a 
moment when the Kentucky coal 
industry has already shed nearly 
8,000 jobs.” 

While the blackout was occur¬ 
ring in Washington, Sen. Paul 
was in Louisville declaring that 
those who still care about freedom 
“need to go boldly forth under the 
banner of liberty that clutches 
the Constitution in one hand and 
the Bill of Rights in the other,” 
understanding that Washington is 
“broken” and “can’t be fixed from 
within. We the people must rise up 
and demand action.” 

A good place for such an upris¬ 
ing to begin might be on the steps 
of the arrogant and out-of-control 
EPA in Washington. 

If you decide to show up, you 
might want to bring along a can¬ 
dle— just in case.

Tuition hike pace needs to abate 


State officials recently approved maximum or near¬ 
maximum tuition increases at four Kentucky state 
universities. The Council on Postsecondary Educa¬ 
tion granted hikes of 3 percent for the University of 
Kentucky, 2.9 percent for Murray State University 
and Eastern Kentucky University, and 3.1 percent for 
Northern Kentucky University For UK and EKU, the 
increases put them at the two-year maximum of 8 
percent. The Murray and NKU increases put those 
schools at 7.8 percent over the two-year term. 

The increases are roughly double the rate of infla¬ 
tion over the two-year period. They drew note from 
several of the state gubernatorial candidates, who along 
with many others are concerned about the impact of 
escalating tuition on college affordability for Kentucky 
students. 

It now costs Kentucky residents an average of 
$9,188 a year in tuition and fees to attend a four-year 
college, which is 21st in the nation. That is a trou¬ 
bling number given that Kentucky ranked 45th in 
per capita income in 2013 and recently was ranked by 
Forbes magazine as the sixth-poorest state in the US. 

College affordability has become a problem nation¬ 
wide. Colleges and universities have increasingly 
turned to tuition hikes as a revenue source as tight 
budgets have hemmed in education spending by state 
legislatures. For a time, colleges didn’t see the hikes 
as a big issue because of the broad availability of 
low-interest student loans to finance the increases. 

But that worm has turned. US. News reports that as 
of 2013 69 percent of college graduates were entering 
the workforce carrying student loan debt. The average 
debt was $28,400. That debt is creating economic and 
social problems. It is an impediment to the ability of 
the so-called millennials to obtain mortgages in what 
is a historically tight credit market post-Great Reces¬ 
sion. That is delaying purchases of first homes, which 
has created a steady drag on the housing market. The 
debt has also caused millennials to delay other deci¬ 
sions such as marriage and starting a family It also 
helped give rise to the phenomenon of “boomerang 
kids” — adult children living with their parents due 
to a tough job market and difficulty affording housing. 

Kentucky faces the problem of a growing dispar¬ 
ity between its college costs for in-state students 
and their relative ability to pay. Much like medical 
expenses, tuition cannot continue to increase at 
double or triple the rate of inflation ad infinitum. At 
some point the system breaks down. 

Credit is due the Kentucky Community and Techni¬ 
cal College System, which bucked this trend earlier 
this year. The KCTCS Board of Regents opted to cancel 
tuition increases of $3 per credit hour for in-state stu¬ 


dents and larger increases for out-of-state attendees. 

KCTCS President Jay Box said the system plans to 
make up for the lost revenue through belt-tightening. 
Specifically, he said the system had determined 
that its employee-to-student ratio had gotten out 
of whack. In 2008 the system had 24 students per 
employee. When student population surged dur¬ 
ing the Great Recession, the system added staff to 
accommodate them. But as that trend abated, KCTCS 
found itself with a student-to-staff ratio of 19-to-l. 
The regents determined it would be prudent to can¬ 
cel the tuition hike and save money by returning to a 
more normal student-staff ratio. 

The four-year colleges complain, not without 
cause, about the impact of freezes and reductions in 
higher education funding on their efforts to compete 
on a national scale. We understand that issue, but it 
becomes moot if the state develops top-notch colleges 
most students can’t afford to attend. 

At some point soon, we would think the four-year 
colleges are going to have to back off the pace of tuition 
increases and look elsewhere as KCTCS did to make 
ends meet.

Loretta Lynch made history April 23 by becoming 
the first African-American woman to lead the US. 
Justice Department as the nation’s attorney general. 

Her confirmation by the US. Senate is long over¬ 
due and comes after weeks of inexcusable gridlock — 
the vote obstructed by partisan bickering over unre¬ 
lated matters, chiefly whether a bill to aid victims 
of human trafficking should include restrictions on 
abortion. 

Seriously. Only in the hyper-partisan atmosphere 
in Congress could a vote on a highly qualified career 
prosecutor bog down in a an unrelated spat over 
abortion.

voting 56 to 43 to confirm her. 

Mr. McConnell may be partisan but he’s also aware 
that to vote against Ms. Lynch would be to wind up 
on the wrong side of history. 

Not Kentucky’s junior senator, Rand Paul, also a 
Republican. Mr. Paul, who is making an audacious 
bid for president, has been traveling the country 
claiming to be concerned about civil rights and 
attracting more African Americans to the Republi¬ 
can Party. 

Yet he voted to reject Ms. Lynch, weeks ago 
announcing he would not vote for her because of her 
support for civil asset forfeiture allowed by federal 
law — she is a federal prosecutor —and his unhappi¬ 
ness over the president’s immigration reforms. 

African-American voters should not be fooled 
by Mr. Paul’s overtures and remember that actions 
speak louder than words. 

Ms. Lynch is an excellent choice for attorney 
general. Those who voted to confirm her have acted 
wisely

tution and the Dawson Springs 
educational system. 

‘T take great pride in 
Dawson Springs Schools,” 
she said. “Every student in 
Dawson Springs has a scholar¬ 
ship to Madisonville Commu¬ 
nity College if they meet the 
School Counts criteria.” 

With courses in several de¬ 
gree areas now offered by Mur¬ 
ray State University at MCC, it 
is possible for a student to start 
school in Dawson Springs and 
get a four-year degree without 
leaving home, Rhoads said. 

Rhoads presented a render¬ 
ing of a new postsecondary 
building to be constructed on 
the MCC campus with Mur¬ 
ray State University as the 
primary occupant. The goal of 
$5 million required to receive 
state funding for the building 
is very close to being reached, 
she said. 

Brochures from MCC were 
placed on each table. Rhoads 


encouraged everyone to use 
the brochures to challenge two 
people to enroll in college. 


Dr. Brian Van Horn, dean 
of regional and academic out¬ 
reach for Murray State Univer¬ 


sity also addressed the group 
and emphasized the impor¬ 
tance of postsecondary educa¬ 
tion. 

“It is essential and impera¬ 
tive to the future of Dawson 
Springs and other small towns 
that we educate young people 
to come back to the region,” he 
said. 

Currently 10.6 percent of 
Hopkins County residents 
ages 25 and over hold bach¬ 
elor’s degrees.

“To change the education 
rate in your county, educate 
adults,” Van Horn said.

MSU holds free transfer 
days during which the univer¬ 
sity waives its transfer fees for 
students coming in from other 
colleges. While the average 
transfer rate remains flat at 


zero percent, Murray State’s 
increased by 11.2 percent, ac¬ 
cording to Van Horn. 

The opening of 1-69 in this 
area as well as the new build¬ 
ing which will house the MSU 
regional campus are strengths 
in this area and will create 
opportunities for Dawson 
Springs and Hopkins County. 
An educated workforce will be 
required. 

Van Horn said MSU has 
signed a 20-year lease agree¬ 
ment for the building to ensure 
the university will provide 
quality education for years to 
come. 

“We’re pleased to be a part 
of Hopkins County,” he said.

Former University of 
Kentucky basketball player 
Mike Phillips, a member of 
the 1978 national champion¬ 
ship team, died after a fall 
Saturday at his Madison- 
ville home. He was 59. 

Hopkins County Coroner 
Dennis Mayfield confirmed 
the death. An autopsy per¬ 
formed Monday determine 
there was no foul play. May- 
field said. 

Joe B. Hall, who coached 
UK’s 1978 championship 
team, called Phillips a “stat¬ 
ue of competitiveness.” 

“Somebody you’d want in 
a foxhole with you,” Hall 
said. “He had courage and 
toughness, yet he was a gen¬ 
tle giant.” 

Phillips teamed with Rick 


Robey, both listed at 6-10, to 
form a “Twin Towers” tan¬ 
dem that helped Kentucky 
win the 1978 national cham¬ 
pionship. 

“They were the first Twin 
Towers,” Hall corrected. 

In helping Kentucky win 
its first national champion¬ 
ship in 20 years, Phillips and 
Robey each averaged dou¬ 
ble-digit points: Robey 14.4 
and Phillips 10.2. 

During his four years at 
UK, Phillips scored 1,367 
points. That ranks 25th 
on UK’s career scoring 
list. Robey scored 28 more 
points, which puts him in 
23rd place. 

“We were ‘King’ and 
‘Kong,’ whatever it was,” 
Robey said in a shaky voice. 
“The Twin Towers.” 

The two became so close¬ 
ly identified that it wasn’t 


unusual for a fan to call Robey 
“Mike” and Phillips “Rick.” 

Former teammate Jack 
Givens noted that Phillips 
was the first player from the 
1978 team to pass away. 

“Even at our age now, 
we feel invincible,” Givens 
said in describing the shock 
of Phillips’ death, “and 
(believed) we’ll always be 
around. To get that kind of 
news was really, really sad 
and tragic.” 

Kyle Macy a guard on the 
1978 team, noted how Phil¬ 
lips evolved from a “free spir¬ 
it” and someone unafraid 
to question authority as a 
UK player to a middle-aged 
man who arrived at team 
reunions the model of deco¬ 
rum in a three-piece suit. 

Macy said he wondered, 
“OK, what did you do with 
Mike Phillips?”

Elk hunt application deadline April 30

Kentucky Afield Outdoors 

Elkhorn Creek in central Kentucky, the city of 
Elkton in Todd County and Elkhorn City in Pike 
County are modern day reminders of the elk that 
inhabited Kentucky when the pioneers arrived. 

The elk disappeared from the state in the decades 
after the Civil War. In 1997, a landmark restoration 
effort began that re-established an elk herd in the 
state’s scenic southeastern region and created one of 
the most sought-after hunting opportunities east of 
the Rocky Mountains. 

“The herd is doing great,” said Gabe Jenkins, deer 
and elk program coordinator with the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources. “There is 
plenty of opportunity for hunters.” 

Hunters looking for a chance at a Kentucky elk 
have until midnight (EDT) April 30 to enter this year’s 
quota hunt drawing. Completing the online applica¬ 
tion at www.fw.ky.gov ahead of time is strongly 
encouraged to avoid the expected last-minute rush of 
applicants. 

“This is a wonderful opportunity,” Jenkins said. 
“Hunter success rates are high. It is easier than going 
out west and you have a nice, quality animal that 
makes excellent table fare.” 

Kentucky residents and those living out-of-state are 
eligible to apply for aU four permit types, such as bull 
or cow firearms and bull or cow archery/crossbow 
permits. However, they can only be drawn for one. 
Each application costs $10. 

Kentucky Fish and Wildlife will issue 900 general 
quota hunt permits and 10 youth permits this year 
through a random computer drawing conducted in 
early May by the Kentucky Commonwealth Office of 
Technology Results will be posted online at www.fw. 
kygov within the first two weeks of May 

Based on last season’s numbers, Kentucky residents 
have a 1 in 149 chance to be drawn for a bull firearm 
tag, while they have a 1 in 30 chance for a cow firearm 
tag. Residents applying for a bull archery/crossbow 
tag had a 1 in 86 chance. Those residents applying for a 
cow archery/crossbow tag had an excellent chance to 
be drawn at 1 in 14. 

Kentucky’s elk herd is the largest east of the Rocky 
Mountains and more than all the states east of the 
Mississippi River combined. The elk zone in southeast 
Kentucky covers 16 counties and more than 4 million 
acres. 

Traditionally, the hunter success rate for bulls is

greater than 80 percent during the firearms seasons 
and around 60 percent for the archery season. For cow 
elk, the archery success rate typically is about 50 per¬ 
cent while firearms hunters traditionally experience 
success more than 60 percent of the time. 

“The hunt has definitely changed,” Jenkins said. 
“You are no longer going out, shooting an elk and 
going home. You have to put your time and effort into 
this. Scout, scout and scout some more. When you 
think you’ve done enough scouting, go back. The time 
and effort will pay off when it is your time to hunt.” 

The season limit this year is 250 bulls and 650 cow 
elk. Kentucky Fish and Wildlife will issue 150 firearms 
permits and 100 archery/crossbow permits for bulls; 
390 firearms permits and 260 archery/crossbow per¬ 
mits for cow elk. 

Hunters ages 15 and younger can apply for the 
youth-only quota hunt during the same application 
period as the general elk quota hunt drawing. They 
may also apply for the general quota elk hunt drawing, 
but cannot be drawn for both in the same year. 


Kentucky wildlife artist Ray Harm dies at 88 


Kentucky naturalist and wildlife artist Ray Harm 
died Aprh 9 at his home in Sonoita, Ariz. He was 88. 

Harm, who had been described as Kentucky’s “most 
noted bird artist since John James Audubon,” was 
known for his intricately observed and detailed paint¬ 
ings of wildlife, in which he conveyed both personality 
and poetry of animals. 

He had been suffering from prostate cancer and was 
under Hospice care at the time of his death, said his 
daughter Linda Stampf of Richmond. 

Cathy Harm, his wife of 36 years and a millefiori 
clay artist herself, was with Harm when he died. 

“We were glad he was able to go that way,” Stampf 
said. “His mind was stiU good.” 

A 1977 Associated Press profile of Harm said that he 
was a truck driver in Cleveland when his sketches 
caught the attention of Louisville auto dealer Wood 
Hannah who commissioned Harm to do a series of 
paintings and urged him to settle in Kentucky The two 
men formed a company to market Harm’s prints. When 
the Harm family settled in Kentucky, they moved into a 
home in the Bullitt County woods. 

Harm never used photos or mechanical devices to 
create his artwork. He relied on field sketches and 
knowledge of his subject matter to produce his work. 

Harm had lived in Arizona for about 40 years, but 
leaves behind family in Kentucky 

Besides his widow, daughter Linda Stampf and her 
husband, Richard, survivors include another daughter. 


Barbara Jo Harm; and a son, Ray “Hap” Harm Jr. of 
Georgetown and his wife Brandy Harm; and a sister, 
Elsie Cole, of Geneva, Ohio. Ray Harm also had four 
grandchildren and five great-grandchildren. 

Stampf praised her father’s ability “to capture ... life 
in its natural setting.” She would sometimes ask her 
father what he was thinking about, and he would reply: 
“I was thinking about my pictures and hoping that 
everything was technically correct, as it should have 
been,” Stampf said. 

Her favorite picture — a goldfinch on thistle painting 
— was given to her by her father and hangs in her 
Madison County home. 

Stampf said her father will be cremated. Donations 
are requested to a good cause close to the heart of those 
mourning. No memorial service is immediately 
planned. 

“He had raised so much money for a variety of orga¬ 
nizations,” Stampf said.

Cow elk firearms Hunt 1 opens Dec. 12 and closes 
Dec. 18 and cow elk firearms Hunt 2 opens Jan. 2, 2016 
and closes Jan 8. Bull elk archery season opens Sept. 
19, 2015 and closes Jan. 18, 2016 while cow elk archery 
season opens Oct. 17, 2015 and closes Jan. 18, 2016. Bull 
elk crossbow season opens Sept. 26 and cow elk cross¬ 
bow season opens Oct. 17, and both run through Dec. 
25. Of note, hunters drawn for a bull or cow archery 
and crossbow permit may not hunt when an elk fire¬ 
arms season is open.

‘T felt like we had extinguished all of the little demons or odds 
and ends or strategic happenings with yellows, with tire strategy, 
restarts,” Busch said. ‘T felt ready for anything today. I was not 
going to relax until I drove across the checkered flag.” 

The race and the win had a certain feel of inevitability about it 
thanks to Busch’s recent performance. But then again, that’s long 
been the theme of Busch’s NASCAR career. 

It was just a matter of time until the supremely talented 2004 
champion would find another top-tier car to drive after two years 
in the sport’s lower rungs due to losing his ride at Penske Racing 
in 2011. It was just a matter of time before his return from this sea¬ 
son’s suspension would net the positive results of a checkered flag. 
And, as we’ve seen repeatedly with the fiery Las Vegas driver, it 
may just be a matter of time until Busch’s checkered past adds 
another head-shaking note. 

But for now, Busch is walking the straight and narrow. He’s been 
treading lightly, mostly soft-spoken and has avoided his trademark 
in-car radio meltdowns since returning — all undoubtedly aided 
by the impressive speed his race cars have shown in the last sev¬ 
eral weeks. He’s doing his best to put significant distance between 
now and his ugly past. Prosecutors in the domestic violence case 
involving his ex-girlfriend declined to press charges. 

The win came a week removed from Busch losing out at Bristol 
Motor Speedway after a late-race strategy call made by a fill-in 
crew chief didn’t pan out after leading 98 laps. Busch was caught 
in a crash and finished 15th. 

“For us the last few weeks, we’ve not given away wins, but 
we’ve made some small mistakes and we’ve had some things go 
against us that it made us stronger,” Busch said. “It really put a 
bond between all of us to go, ‘You know what, this No. 41 Haas 
Automation Chevy has got some speed. The wins will come. We 
don’t need to force it, and let’s just settle in for the long run.’ And 
so here we are. We’re winners in April.” 

The Richmond win was Busch’s second in his two seasons as 


driver of the No. 41 for Stewart-Haas Racing — but his first in 
more than a year. Last season, Busch looked primed to continue 
his ascent back up the Sprint Cup ranks after winning the spring 
race at Martinsville Speedway. The plan didn’t work, 
however, and Busch struggled down the stretch be¬ 
fore being eliminated from the Chase for the Sprint 
Cup after just three races. 

SHR moved crew chief Tony Gibson from Danica 
Patrick’s No. 10 to Busch’s team in an attempt to 
prevent a repeat. Gibson, who missed the Bristol race 
after a bout with kidney stones, credits Busch’s feedback and input 
as a driver to the improvement the No. 41 has shown. 

Harvick’s second-place finish expanded his lead in the regular- 
season point standings to 33 points over Joey Logano — a mark 
indicative of a driver who has finished worse than second in only 
two of the season’s nine races. 

Jimmie Johnson rallied from a 36th-place starting spot to fin¬ 
ish third, Jamie McMurray was fourth and Logano was fifth. Last 
year’s Richmond fall race winner. Brad Keselowski, was in con¬ 
tention at the race’s halfway point but lost power in one of his 
engine’s eight cylinders and fell to a 17th-place finish.

To Your Good Health

Teeth Grinding Common in Eideriy 

DEAR DR. ROACH: My mother-in-law 
is 95 and lives in a nursing home. Some¬ 
times when we visit, I can barely stand to 
be in her presence because she savagely 
grinds her teeth, making an awful grat¬ 
ing, creaking noise. Could there be some 
medical reason for this? - L.D. 

ANSWER: Many conditions common 
in the elderly are associated with teeth 
grinding. (We have medical terms for 
pretty much everything - teeth grinding 
is called bruxism.) Alzheimer’s disease, 
Lewy body dementia (a type of memory 
loss often associated with visual halluci¬ 
nations and movement disorders), stroke, 
Parkinson’s disease and many medica¬ 
tions can cause this problem. 

Treatment is dlHicult. A mouth guard 
to protect the teeth can be very useful, 
but some people won’t keep them in. Her 
geriatrician is the right person to dis¬ 
cuss this with. Some medications (espe¬ 
cially some classes of antidepressants) 
can cause or worsen daytime bruxism, so 
stopping those may help. Drug treatment 
of daytime bruxism is not very helpful. 
Botulinum toxin (Botox) has been effective 
in some instances.

DEAR DR. RCACH: Don’t forget that 
although there are many medical causes of 
restless leg syndrome, varicose veins also 
can be a source of symptoms, and we have 
cured many people of symptoms with min¬ 
imally invasive varicose vein treatments. 

We always recommend that if you 
have visible varicosities or strong fam¬ 
ily history of varicose veins, you should 
get an ultrasound to determine if you 
have venous insufficiency The treat¬ 
ments have essentially no down time and 
can mean one less medication for many 
people. In addition, just because you can’t 
see visible varicosities does not mean 
you do not have venous insufficiency We 
have patients with beautiful legs whose 
ultrasound reveals large veins under the 


surface. - Melissa A. Sandman, M.D. 

ANSWER: Thank you for writing. 
Many people also have written about 
other causes and treatments for restless 
leg syndrome, so I wanted to talk a bit 
more about this important subject. 

In addition to the iron deficiency I 
mentioned and the varicose veins Dr. 
Sandman writes about, there are several 
other important causes, including kid¬ 
ney disease, usually when dialysis has 
started. Diabetics have a higher risk for 
RLS, which sometimes can be mistaken 
for diabetic neuropathy Multiple scle¬ 
rosis and Parkinson’s disease are both 
associated with RLS, and Parkinson’s is 
important because when medicines such 
as levodopa/carbidopa (Sinemet) wear 
off, it can mimic RLS symptoms. When 
dopa drugs are used long-term for RLS, 
symptoms can get worse, a condition 
called augmentation. 

Pregnant women are more likely to 
have RLS. Many drugs, especially antide¬ 
pressants, can cause RLS. I had a reader 
teU me that hers was due to Benadryl she 
was taking for sleep. Magnesium deficien¬ 
cy is common in RLS, and several readers 
told me magnesium supplements stopped 
their symptoms.
